We have often told pastors that while we prefer 
to send our paper in large bundles for church-door 
distribution, this method does not meet the needs of 
all parishes. In fact, we readily grant that it is prefer- 
able to have the paper go direct to the homes of the 
jedple, becatrse we then have assurance that the paper

révented thousands of people from getting OUR 

UNDAY VISITOR at the church door; and when 
people are detained from going to church because of 
sickness or other reasons, they may miss that paper 
which would have given them more instruction than 
any other. Every week we receive many inquiries 
about matters which were treated in recent issues of 
the paper, which the people either did not get or did 
not read. 

We especially advocate individual subscriptions 
for the people who belong to parishes constituted 
mostly of farmers, and who through the winter 
months do not get to church regularly. If priests in 
charge of such parishes would only reflect a moment, 
they would readily grant that they could do nothing 
better to help these people spiritually than to see that 
OUR SUNDAY VISITOR reaches their homes every 
week. Many pastors write us that certain single issues 
of the paper are worth more than 50c per family to the 
parish. People who take home a paper from the 
church only two or three times a month cannot be 
benefited as much as those who receive it every week, 
since there are in nearly every issue some continued 
articles.
